Washington—OP)—Declaring Presi- 


dent Hoover in his speech before the 
Associated Press had made it clear 
tSat respect and obedience of law 
was a federal question. Represen- 
tative LaGuardia, Republican, charg- 
ed in the house today that the gov- 
ernment was "making no attempt 
to enforce the prohibition law equal- 
ly throughout the United States. 


"I charge," he said, "that the fed- 


eral government is doing

to say which law it shall obey and 
which law it shall not obey." 


As an example, LaGuardia who is a

cers in the states of Virginia, North

"The government should be the 


first to put into practice the policj 
and the principles declared by the 
president of the United States," he 
added, ''and in order to do that it wil 
be necessary for congress to im 
mediately appropriate $150,000,000 in 
addition to the appropriation alreadj 
made for the next fiscal year." 


He declared that by centering the

JUSTICE HOLMES' WIFE 


DIES IN WASHINGTON 


Washingtpn —M3)— Associate Jus- 


tive Oliver "Wendell Holmes, oldest 
members of the United States Su- 
preme court in age and service, to- 
day mourned the wife who has 
shared his life for 57 years. 


Mrs. Holmes died last night. Her

In view of this veto I hereby with- 
draw the said proposal."

bergh believes that one airport will 
not be sufficient for cities of the 
future and that America has no 
fields comparable to the best in Eu- 
rope. 


"None of the airports in this coun- 


try today," he told a joint congress- 
ional committee studying the needs 
of the national capital in this dis- 
trict, "can be rated as a model for 
the future, but a number of cities 
are now constructing airports that 
will be good for the future."

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START LAW ENFORCEMENT 


AT HOME 


President Hoover's address to the 


Associated Press on law enforcement 
is stilt a subject of discussion through- 
out the country. 
In the main it has 


been sympathetically 
received, with 


this exception, that there is a general 
disposition to challenge his contention

age of crime is due to prohibition. 
Sorms newspapers and publicists go 
further and deny his proposition that 
America is the most lawless nation in 
the world. On this point, however, the 
president, it will have to be admitted, 
Avas'on solid ground. \Ye~have become 
a law-defying, law-evading people over 
a long period of years. The structure 
of our governmental system has made 
for a. maximum- of legislation and a 
minimum of obedience to law. The leg- 
islators of the forty-eight states have 
ground out more laws than any human 
being could digest in a. life time, while 
congress has contributed a vast-statu- 
tory library of "musts" and "don'ts" 
that the ordinary citizen has no knowl- 
edge of. All this has made for confu- 
sion, irritation, resistance and general 
breaking down of justice and police ad- 
ministration. As one contemporary re- 
marks, the custom of enacting laws to 
be forgotten and ignored has become a 
national pastime, Avhile many blue 
laws still exist which nobody pretends" 
to observe and ,no policeman would 
dream of attempting to enforce. 


Whether only eight per cent of fel- 


onies are the direct consequence of 
prohibition, as Mr. Hoover declared, 
seems to us of no great importance. 
We know that a vast amount of crime 
is directly and indirectly due to prohi- 
bition. 
Lawlessness- has increased 


e'normously since the war. 
It would 


appear that the most effective- way 
to stamp 
out lawlessness 
is to 


remove so far as possible it causes. 
Much can be done by the arbitrary 
power of the 
government rigidly 


pplied, but not all. 
We must 


go $ack to the source of law de- 
fiance and crime if we are1 to make our 
people law abiding and be .successful 
in law enforcement. Extensive legisla- 
tive and administrative reforms 
are 


needed, for after all the social Kfe.of a 
nation is largely the product of its gov- 
ernment and political system. 


With regard to law in general, 


there are some who believe that the 
best way to get rid of objectionable 
statutes is to overthrow them by 
force; that is, by refusing to obey them 
and by resisting efforts -to enforce 
them. This theory defends lawlessness 
as a short-cut to repeal of blue and oth- 
er laws that cause dissatisfaction. It is 
urged by those newspapers and poli- 
ticians who advise the people to defy 
and violate the prohibition law. On the 
othVr hand, there is the view that the 
best way to get rid of ill-advised legis- 
lation is to fearlessly and 
effectively 


enforce it. 
This is the view to which 


the president subscribes, and we think 
he is unquestionably right. The best 
way to get rid of the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act is to 
enforce them. Blue laws have never 
been stricken from the statute books 
by indifference of government to their 
existence. 
Their repeal has been 


brought about by the wrongs and in- 
justices and absurdities of applying 
them. 


We think with the president that the 


best way to get rid of prohibition is to 
enforce it. Enforcement is what those 
who oppose or may be induced to op- 
pose prohibition object to; not non- 
enforcement. 
The president is con- 


cerned about lawlessness in general as 
well as nullification of the eighteenth 
amendment in particular. 


It 
occurs to this newspaper that 


.the 
most 
effective 
and 
quickest 


means to law observance and law en- 
forcement is for the 
government at 


4Washington to set an example by first 
putting its own house in order. Let it 
make the national capital and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia^bone dry. Let it put 
m stop to the lawlessness of the nation's 
representatives who make the laws,, 
and 
of federal authorities who are 


charged with their enforcement. .Let it 
Jhike liquor away from congressmen 
•nd senators and executives. Let it dry 
Jlp Washington 100 per cent. If neces- 


ry let it dispatch to the 
national 


pita! a sufficient force from.thc.urmy 
ltd navy; to stojj the importation and 


sale of liquor. Let it search the houses 
of congressmen and senators and their 
luggage and their persons. Let it sub- 
ject all wr-o live within" the limits o? 
the District of Columbia to every kind 
and degree of enforcement.it is trying 
without success up to this time to ap- 
ply to the country at large. Let it put 
an end to the hypocrisy and dishon- 
esty and fraud which have existed at 
the seat of government ever since 
the eighteenth amendment was voted 
in. Let it take away liquor from the 
high moguls of government and poli- 
tics ef those/.who- vote dry and drink 
wet. If it is unwilling to do this and 
dry up the District of Columbia then, 
we submit, the prohibition- law is un- 
worthy of respect anywhere. 


And last but by no means least, 


let congress terminate 
its 
nine 


years' defiance of the 
constitutional 


mandate for reapportionment, which 
in itself constitutes negative lawless- 
ness. Let congress take cognizance of 
the defiance of the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments-and put-an end to 
its acquiescence in this 
nullification, 


which again constitutes negative law- 
lessness. 


The situation at Washington with 


reference to prohibition is a national 
disgrace and has been every minute of 
the day and night since the eighteenth 
amendment was adopted. 
Refusal to 


obey,, the constitutional requirement 
for reapportionment is also a national 
scandal. So are other practices of the 
congress and the government. We can- 
not expect the people of America to 
have respect for law, obey law or 
timidly submit to 
its 
enforcement 


when the very seat of government is 
itself lawless. 


Mr. Hoover as president of the Unit- 


ed States has-full'executive power to 
dry up Washington and the District of 
Columbia. That should be his* first 
move in his enforcement program and 
the carrying out of his ideas regarding 
lawlessness. He* can put ,the lid on so 
tight that practically speaking not one 
drop of liquor- Ayjll filter into Wash- 
ington. Such- an .example' of law en- 
forcement would be inspiring on the 
one hand, and perhaps explosive on the 
other. .It would set a salutary example 
to every state and city throughout the 
land and it would speedily bring to a 
head the issue of keeping on the 
statute books ridiculous, impractical 
"and distasteful" laws.

PROHIBITION KILLINGS 


Roy-Smith, th«-~deputy sheriff who 


shot and killed Mrs. Lillian DeKing 
during a dry raid at her home, has 
been exonerated by an Illinois grand 
jury. 
The raid and its fatal result 


aroused a nation wide controversy as 
to Avhether the slaying .was justified. 
It has been debated in legislatures and 
in congress. Certain newspapers and 
politicians todk the position immedi- 
ately that the 'killing was wanton, 
without excuse "and the equivalent of 
murder. 
The grand jury's verdict 


would seem to indicate that they jutnp- 
ed at conclusions. So much feeling and 
prejudice have been injected into the 
prohibition controversy that the state- 
ments and charges of extremists on 
either side can no longer be 
% accepted 


as reliable. 
*" 


The.killing of Mrs. DeKing was, of 


course, highly regrettable! Any trag- 
edy which results in loss of 
life 


stirs the emotions. 
It may be that 


the shooting of Mrs. DeKing re- 
flects the cheapness 
with 
v\hich 


human 
life is held in this coun- 


try quite as much as over-zealous- 
ness on the part of the o'fficers of the 
law. Chicago with its endless list of 
murders appears to take them as 'a 
matter of course. Far more policemen 
iTave been killed in that city than reck- 
less and defiant prohibition offenders. 
It occasionally happens that life ''is 
taken in the enforcement of any law. 
"VVe think prohibition zealots have car- 
ried enforcement measures to an un- 
justifiable, brutal and obnoxious de- 
gree, and we hope to see a reform of 
tin's practice tinder the Hoover admin- 
istration. Nevertheless, the inclination 
to surround every victim of prohibi- 
tion enforcement with a halo and write 
them down as martyrs to the cause of 
liberty is both cheap and senseless. 


Bootleggers and moonshiners may 


be the most popular citizens of the 
day, but they can hardly be regarded 
as the most worthy and the most pa- 
triotic. The judgment of the man who 
steps on the$railroad track and expects 
the train to stop may be questioned, 
but not that of the rumrunner and con- 
spirator who daily risk their 
lives. 


When one of them is killed a "despic- 
able" crime has been committed and 
'"persecution" hns claimed a,n innocent! 
Mrs.-DeKing did "not belong" in this 
class, but the chances she and her 


husband took were hardly worth the 
consequences. Especially is this true 
now that the officer who fired upon her 
has "been exonerated. The whole inci- 
dent illustrates the wisdom of restraint 
in dealing with the problem of prohi- 
bition and law enforcement generally.

Story," the biography of the closlag 
years of Isadora Duncan'g life, by 
Mary Desti, raises the question one* 
more: "Is genius obsolved from the 
ordinary obligations that arc bind- 
ing on ordinary people?" 


Mary Dejti does not raise the ques- 


tion In so many words but It Is ini-jj 
pUcit In her book. Isadora Duflcan 
wan a genius, she seems-to say, and 
a genius is a law unto himself. What 
a genius does is right because it is 
genius doing it. Isadora 
Duncan 


herself was convinced of this. She 
felt no obligation to conform to the 
ordinary rules and regulations that 
history and tradition and law have 
built up in the course of the cen- 
turies. She insisted on the right to 
live with any man she took a fancy 
to without benefit 
of clergy 
and 


when she was criticized in the news- 
papers and from the pulpit or when 
she was barred fiom hotels because 
of the complaints of ordinary people 
&he complained bitterly and said she 
should not be judged by the stan- 
dards of others. 
Was she not a 


genius and shouldn't a genius be 
"free"? 


A few years ago W. Somerset 


Maugham treated identically 
the 


same theme in his sensational book, 
"The Moon and Sixpence." In that 
case the -genius was not a dancer 
but a painter. He was an authentic, 
genius—the whole point of the book 
depends on that. There are plenty 
of cases. of pseudo geniuses insist- 
ing on "freedom"—for the sake of 
the "freedom", not for the sake of 
their art. But in Maugham's case 
the artist was the- real thing.

from even trying to answer it. W« 
cannot put ourselves in the place- of 
the genius. We cannot know what 
the genius' spiritual needs are. We 
are- judging by the_ ordinary stan- 
dards and hence we are not touch- 
ing the real question at all. 


This might be convincing but for 


one consideration, 
Many persons of 


authentic genius do not agree with 
the advocates of unrestrained free- 
dom.

people.

stations placed on probation, anc 
facing possible revocation of their li- 
censes if he;- do not correct their 
wave wobbling and other 
bannec 


practices causing interference, there 
ai e a number in the select high pow- 
er class. 


That the commission has in mine 


citing many more stations for wob- 
bling, or deviating from 
their as- 


signed frequencies is evidenced in 
the fact that these stations now citei 
are segregated in but three or four 
states. For example 11 of the 
stations whose licenses are renewed 
conditionally because of excessive 
frequency deviation, resulting 
in 


cross-talk, are on the Pacific coast. 
Of the 14 additional stations called 
fo task for heterodyning and other 
interference, eight are in Florida anc 
the remaining six in Ohio. 


The commission snuffed 
out of 


existence stations "\YHBW, Philadel- 
phia, WSMD, Salisbury, Md., and 
WSHO. Middletown, O., 
operating 


with 100 watts each, and WAAD, 
Cincinnati, 25 watts. The next most 
Jrastie step was to renew the license 
of stations "WOBU, at Charlestown, 
AV. Va_., for only 30 days from April 
30, when all broadcasting licenses ex- 
pi'-e and the subjest to renewal for 
the regulation 90-day period. This

entary on changes in investment 


fashions is contained in an analysis 
of estates filed at Washington for 
tax purposes over the 
past 
five 


years. The tabulation gives percent- 
ages of real estate, of bonds, and of 
stocks for all estates reported to the 
Federal 
government 
within 
that 


time. 


The proportion in real estate fell 


off steadily from 1923 to 1927. Tak- 
ing all the estates together hold- 
ings of real estate -were 24.68 per 
cent in 1923 but had dropped to 18.23 
per cent four years later. On the oth- 
er hand the percentage of stocks had 
constantly increased. In 1923 it was 
only 31.29 per cent and in 1927 it 
had grown to 58.90 per cent. Figures 
for 1928 at this writing are not yet 
available but they will undoubtedly 
show a continuation of the trend. 
The average capitalist is increasing 
his holdings of stocks and decreasing 
his holdings of real estate, that is in 
proportion to his entire wealth. 


The amount invested in bonds 4s 


more stable. It increased from 1924 
to 1926 but dropped off sharply in 
1927. There was, however, only the 
difference between 14.96 per cent in 


1923 
and 14.77 per cent in 1927. Prob- 


ably there will be a further falling 
off in the amount of bonds held when 
the statistics for 1928 are published. 


The above figures apply to all es- 


tates, large" and" small. If we differen- 
tiate between the large and the small 
•we find that real estate holdings de- 
crease as the estat% becomes larger.

139 per cent .which Jell off as the gross 
amount of 'the estate went up until 
in estates' of more than |10,000,000 
less than one per cent -was In real 
estate. With regard to bonds the per- 
centage; so invested increases until 
estates reach a total of $1,000,000 af- 
ter which it decreases. 


Whether these fashions are a safe 


guide for the average investor is an- 
other matter. It would seem that the 
instinct which leads the man of com 
paratively small means to favor rea: 
estate and bonds while the one ol 
large capital gives the preference to 
stocks is a sound one because,the 
latter is able to practice larger di 
versification.
